unemployment Numbers 
released from Statistics 
Canada yesterday reveal 
unemployed Albertans are 
flocking to the 
government for assistance 
in record numbers. 

Employment insurance 
claims in Alberta are up a 
whopping 236 per cent 
since October 2008, the 
biggest increase in the 
country. 

Across Canada in that 
time period, the number of 
El beneficiaries has more 
than doubled, with nearly 
780,000 people collecting 
benefits in May. 

According to Statistics 
Canada, the number of 
beneficiaries more than 
tripled in Edmonton in a 
year’s time, from 4,300 to 
16,000. 

At the end of May, there 
were 57,000 Albertans re¬ 
ceiving assistance, after 
the employment rate rose 
from 3.7 per cent to 6.6 per 
cent. 

The labour market in Al¬ 
berta took a major blow at 
the onset of the economic 
downturn, with massive 
staff cuts in 

manufacturing, construc¬ 
tion, retail and wholesale 
trade, professional, scien¬ 
tific and technical services 
and the natural resources 
sector. 

The volume of 
Canadians drawing insur¬ 
ance has never been as 
high since data collection 
began in 1997. 

The national unemploy¬ 
ment rate is 8.4 per cent. 
Almost 800,000 Canadian 
families are relying on Em¬ 
ployment Insurance to live.

Parents of 
disabled 
get help 

Act assists kids who 
need 24-hour care 


Families in Alberta who 
faced giving up parental 
rights to get medical care 
for their severely disabled 
children convinced the 
province to change the 
law to let them keep their 
kids and get help to pay 
for their care. 

Under Alberta’s Family 
Support for Children with 
Disabilities Act, parents 
who can’t afford steep med¬ 
ical bills for children need¬ 
ing round-the-clock medical 
care are given assistance 
outside of child welfare. 

“The feedback we re¬ 
ceived from the families 
was kids with disabilities 
are in a unique situation 
compared to the kids who 
need protective services,” 
said Trevor Coulombe, a 
spokesman for Alberta’s 
ministry of children and 
youth services. The act pro¬ 
vides parents with funding 
to access services and ac¬ 
cording to the latest num¬ 
bers available, about 8,200 
Alberta kids used the pro¬ 
gram. 

The Alberta act is some¬ 
thing other provinces 
should consider, said one 
Edmonton mother who 
gave up her disabled daugh¬ 
ter in the early 1990s and 
then fought to get her back. 
She was successful in bring¬ 
ing her home but the child 
died months later. 

The girl is now subject of 
an impending Alberta fatali¬ 
ty inquiry and investigation 
so she cannot be named. 


Her mom alleges she was 
abused by her foster family. 

She was bom in 1993 
with a rare chromosomal 
disorder. The parents say at 
the time of her birth, they 
were advised by Alberta offi¬ 
cials to surrender guardian¬ 
ship in order to secure serv¬ 
ices and funding for her im¬ 
pending extraordinary 
needs. She remembers be¬ 
ing told it was the “kindest 
thing you can do” for her 
daughter. 

However, the mother al¬ 
leges foster care was disas¬ 
trous. Her daughter was 
dangerously thin, had at 
least seven broken bones, 
and unexplained bmises, 
she says. “She was 50 
pounds for three years in a 
row, she was heading into 
her 13th birthday at 50 
pounds,” the mom said. 
“My daughter had seven 
broken bones, we were told 
she had fragile bone syn¬ 
drome.” 

After repeated attempts 
to gain some involvement 
in her daughter’s care while 
she was in a foster family, 
the mother regained cus¬ 
tody back and she came 
home by the end of June, 
2006, where she thrived. 
Her daughter came home in 
June 2006, but died of sud¬ 
den cardiac arrest the fol¬ 
lowing December.

Consistently dwindling 
turnouts to the city’s sum¬ 
mer celebrations are giv¬ 
ing ironic hope to Fringe 
Festival organizers. 

Staging a Revolution is 
both the theme and chal¬ 
lenge posed to Edmontoni¬ 
ans for the Fringe Festi¬ 
val’s 28th run. The festival 
is the oldest and biggest of 
its kind in North America, 
and organizers are hoping 
its stamina will usurp the 
new recession-era stan¬ 
dard for Festival City 
crowds. 

“Most other events are 
costly,” said festival execu¬ 
tive director Julian Mayne. 
“It’s rampant — people 
are holding on to their 
money and have less dis¬ 
posable income.”

Pricier summer festivals 
have largely held steady in 
attendance, or gone down.

The Rexall 
Edmonton Indy wrapped 
up last weekend, though 
attendance is being kept 
secret. Free festivals like 
the Street Performers and 
The Works both rose 
slightly from 2008. 

“We see it as a positive 
sign.

PM gets 
apology 


Newspaper sparked wafer furor 


The saga of the missing 
holy host now has a 
sequel — a confession. 

A New Brunswick news¬ 
paper has issued a contrite 
apology to Stephen Harper 
for a story that suggested 
the Prime Minister slipped 
a Communion host in his 
pocket during a Catholic 
funeral mass. 

The July 8 story — de¬ 
nounced by 
Harper as a 
“low point” in 
Canadian jour¬ 
nalism — 
sparked criti¬ 
cism that he 
had disre¬ 
spected the 
Catholic faith. 


“We pride 
ourselves in 
maintaining high 
standards of 
journalism and 
ethical reporting. 
But the Tele- Telegraph-Journal 


graph-journal, 
based in Saint 
John, yesterday disavowed 
the tale, saying it “sincere¬ 
ly apologizes” to Harper 
“for the harm this inaccu¬ 
rate story has caused.” 

In a rare front-page apol¬ 
ogy, the newspaper said 
the story “should not have 
been published.” 

“We pride ourselves in 
maintaining high stan¬ 
dards of journalism and 
ethical reporting, and re¬ 
gret this was not followed 
in this case,” the newspa¬ 
per said. 


The newspaper also 
apologized to the two re¬ 
porters who wrote the sto¬ 
ry, exonerating them. 

With the apology came a 
shake-up — a spokesper¬ 
son for the newspaper con¬ 
firmed that editor Shawna 
Richer and publisher 
James Irving, a scion of the 
Irving family empire, were 
“no longer serving in those 
capacities.” 

The fuss 
started July 3 
when Harper 
attended a 
state funeral 
for former 
governor gen¬ 
eral Romeo 
LeBlanc in 
Memram- 
coolc, N.B. 

During 

mass, Harper received a 
sacramental communion 
wafer, in contravention of 
church practices for non- 
Catholics, and then ap¬ 
peared not to consume it. 

According to the apolo¬ 
gy, the story also said that 
during the communion 
celebration, the Prime 
Minister “slipped the thin 
wafer that Catholics call 
‘the host’ into his jacket 
pocket.” A Harper aide dis¬ 
missed the claim.

Ponzi suspect 
freed on bail 


Brainwashed boys 
rescued from Taliban 


Pakistani security forces 
fighting Taliban militants 
in and around the Swat 
Valley have rescued nearly 
a dozen boys who were 
brainwashed into becom¬ 
ing suicide bombers, 
officials say. 

A senior security officer 
in North West Frontier 
Province said nine boys 
were found during raids, 
while two more had volun¬ 
tarily surrendered, and an 
army commander in Swat 
spoke of more being hand¬ 
ed over by their families. 

“They have been brain¬ 
washed in such a way that 
they even call their parents 
infidels,” Bashir Bilour, sen¬ 
ior minister in the provin¬ 
cial government, told 
Reuters. 

Bilour said the boys were 
shown films about oppres¬ 
sion of Muslims in the 
Palestinian Territories and 
Indian-held Kashmir, and 
were given purported reli¬ 
gious instructions to con¬ 
vince them that they would 
go to heaven if they killed

enemies of Islam. 

Brig. Tahir Hameed, an of¬ 
ficer leading military opera¬ 
tions in Mingora, Swat’s 
main town, said the Taliban 
had forced many families to 
let them take their boys. 

He said some had since 
returned to their parents, 
who in turn handed them 
over to the authorities be¬ 
cause of their brainwashed 
state. 

The government was 
working out how to rehabil¬ 
itate the boys, aged be¬ 
tween nine and 18. 

The Taliban has regularly 
claimed responsibility for 
suicide attacks carried out 
by boys both in Pakistan 
and Afghanistan. reuters

These Games are a mixed 
blessing: They cost at least 
$6 billion when all levels of 
government are pressed to 
pay for basics like health 
care, and they require im¬ 
mense patience from We 


The Rabble, as we are end¬ 
lessly rerouted and other¬ 
wise inconvenienced in 
preparation for the events, 
which come and go over a 
mere two weeks. 

Anyway, here’s the ques¬ 
tion: Why do we need 
“free-speech zones” at the 
2010 Games? Because 
that’s what we’re getting 
— areas set aside, close to 
event sites and the media 
centre, where lawful 
protest can take place. 

I thought all of Canada 
was a “free-speech zone,” 
as in: “Freedom of thought, 
belief, opinion and expres¬ 


sion, including freedom of 
the press and other media 
of communication; free¬ 
dom of peaceful assembly; 
and freedom of associa¬ 
tion.” (Canadian Charter of 
Rights and Freedoms) 

So why is Vancouver 
Olympic Committee’s 2010 
Integrated Security Unit 
(ISU) containing these fun¬ 
damental freedoms into 
what the wags around here 
call “protest pens?” 

What are they afraid of? 
And how will protest pens 
contain that threat, what¬ 
ever it is? 

If we have the right to 


free peaceful assembly, we 
should have that right in 
any public place, too bad if 
it’s in full view of TV cam¬ 
eras ready to beam that 
discontent around the 
world. 

More and more, the real 
dark side of the 2010 
Games is the atmosphere 
of fear and paranoia com¬ 
ing out of the Games’ ISU, 
which seems compelled to 
act like the KGB, pulling 
over Olympic protesters de¬ 
manding to see their “doc¬ 
uments,” spying on protest¬ 
ers, installing omnipresent 
surveillance cameras and 


building these ridiculous 
protest pens, which will 
only serve to motivate pro¬ 
testers in full view of the 
world. 

This is Vancouver, not 
Beijing, the birthplace of 
the protest pen. 

There, question asked. I 
hope “they” are willing to 
cough up an honest an¬ 
swer and not just get it into 
their heads to pull me over 
for, um, further question¬ 
ing.

Petro-Can, Suncor to 
cut jobs after merger 


Petro-Canada and Suncor 
Energy Inc. began notify¬ 
ing executives yesterday 
that they will be laid off 
following the companies* 
$22.5 billion merger next 
month. 

The companies have 
started to tell some senior 
employees they will not be 
part of the combined firm 
once Suncor completes its 
acquisition of Petro-Cana¬ 


da, a deal expected to close 
on Aug. 1. The number of 
cuts won’t be made public 
until the deal is final. 

“We have started the se¬ 
lection process but it is 
subject to the merger clos¬ 
ing,” said Victoria Barring¬ 
ton, a spokeswoman for 
Petro-Canada. 

“We do not know the to¬ 
tal number of employees 
that will be departing the 


organization.” 

The new company will 
be Canada’s largest oil ex¬ 
ploration and production 
firm. Along with a domi¬ 
nant position in northern 
Alberta, the company will 
have extensive offshore 
production from Canada’s 
East Coast and the North 
Sea, as well as a substantial 
natural-gas production

From Spielberg to SafeStart

Larry Wilson would be the 
first to admit that his 
career path is far from typi¬ 
cal — he might even call it 
downright extraordinary. 

Wilson, vice-president of 
Belleville, Ont.-based safety 
training firm Electrolab 
Training Systems Limited, 
spends much of his time 
touring the world, espous¬ 
ing the virtues of simple 
concentration techniques 
to avoid injuries both at 
work and at home. But in 
the 1980s, the father of 
four was better known for 
gracing the covers of inter¬ 
national magazines such as 
Gentleman’s Quarterly, 
posing for Italian fashion 
designer Valentino and 
making the occasional ap¬ 


pearance on daytime soap 
The Young And The Rest¬ 
less. 

So, what would prompt a 
young man in his late-twen- 
ties, with matinee idol 
looks and a highly-success- 
ful career, to turn his buff 
back on quasi-celebrity sta¬ 
tus to become a safety gu¬ 
ru? 

“I still have long talks 
with myself about why we 
had to leave L.A.,” Wilson 
deadpans from his part- 
time base in Whistler, B.C. 
“Was it really that bad? Just 
because it was shallow and 
vacuous?” 

Indeed, Wilson lived the 
high life, hobnobbing with 
the likes of pop-art icon 
Andy Warhol, mingling 
with film and TV royalty, 
and earning upwards of 
$1,000 per day for his act¬ 
ing and modelling efforts. 


The 52-year-old recalls his 
most memorable audition, 
with Jaws director Steven 
Spielberg. 

“He flips me this hat,” 
Wilson remembers, “takes 
out a Nikon, puts me up 
against a wall and shoots a 
half a roll of film. The guy 
knew what he was doing.” 
The baby-faced actor had 
the good looks, but lacked 
the facial maturity Spiel¬ 
berg sought. Much to Wil¬ 
son’s chagrin, the role of In¬ 
diana Jones went to Harri¬ 
son Ford, instead. 

It was around this time 
that he began to tire of 
LA’s decadent scene. Wil¬ 
son continued modelling 
for a few years before re¬ 
turning to Belleville at age 
29 to put his charismatic 
talents to work for his fa¬ 
ther’s firm, Electrolab, 
where he began teaching 


safety strategies to veteran 
factory workers. 

By winning workers’ 
trust and sharing stories, he 
discovered how they were 
really injuring themselves 
on the job. Injuries, he ob¬ 
served, were caused by peo¬ 
ple who were rushing, frus¬ 
trated, fatigued or compla¬ 
cent. Over the course of sev¬ 
eral years he drew on those 
experiences and designed a 
new system for injury pre¬ 
vention called SafeStart. 
The result? According to 
Wilson, companies that 
employ the program re¬ 
duce workplace injuries by 


an average of60-90 per cent 
over two years. 

Electrolab now boasts an¬ 
nual revenue of $20 million 
— 70 per cent of which is 
derived from Safe Start 
seminars — and the pro¬ 
gram has been expanded to 
include a kids’ element to 
help tots avoid unnecessary 
accidents. 

That’s why Wilson has no 
regrets about leaving such a 
glamorous past behind. Pre¬ 
venting injuries, he’s 
found, is far more reward¬ 
ing than posing for photo 
shoots. 

“No one, no matter their

The first generation Taurus 
(including the Mercury 
Sable) was one of the most 
popular cars Ford ever pro¬ 
duced. Coupled with the 
simple, but reliable, Ford 
Tempo / Mercury Topaz, 
Ford’s coffers swelled and 
they went on a buying 
spree gobbling up Volvo, 
Jaguar, Aston Martin and 
much of Mazda. 

Then things went pear 
shaped. There are many 
theories of what went 
wrong in Dearborn but 
Carlos Ghosn, the miracle 
worker who turned Nissan 
around, has said there is 
no such thing as good 
management and bad re¬ 
sults, which pretty well 
sums up where Ford was at 
the turn of this centuiy. 

More recently, the eco¬ 
nomic and domestic car 
meltdown has since sepa¬ 
rated the wheat from the 
chaff. That Ford did not 
put its hand out for gov¬ 
ernment aid was reassur¬ 
ing to a lot of consumers 
who have now changed 
their minds about Ford. 

At the press introduction 
of the 2010 Taurus lineup, 
Ford used the phrase “the car 
that changed America’s view 
of sedans” to describe it. And 
that’s what Ford is hoping

will happen again with its 
full-size flagship sedan. 

The core message at the 
press launch in North Car¬ 
olina was the Taurus offers 
more but costs less then its 
competitors. In fact the 
base 2010 Taurus SE at 
$29,999 is $2,000 less than 
its own 2009 SE. 

Ford also made a big 
thing at the preview about 
Taurus having more tech¬ 
nology features (10 of 
them class exclusive) than 
premium luxury cars they 
benchmarked like the Au¬ 


di A6 and Lexus ES350. 

Some of these are Adap¬ 
tive Cruise Control and Col¬ 
lision Warning with Brake 
Support, BLIS (Blind Spot In¬ 
formation System) with 
Cross Traffic Alert, MyKey 
and SecuriCode with its 
Keyless Entry Keypad. 

The 2010 Taurus is a full- 
size car in every sense. Its 
multi-curved sheet metal 
takes away some of this vi¬ 
sually, but it will fill a nor¬ 
mal garage. 

The interior, even on the 
base car, will surprise you. 


Soft touch trim abounds 
and the trim fits are as 
good as the Lexus. 

Power is a 3.5-litre DOHC 
V6 producing 263 hp and 
249 lb/ft of torque on regu¬ 
lar gasoline. There is a 
twin-turbo EcoBoost ver¬ 
sion of the 3.5-litre produc¬ 
ing 365 hp and 350 lb/ft of 
torque but it is only avail¬ 
able on the Taurus SHO 
featured separately on 
these pages. 

Out on the highway, the 
big Taurus was where it 
was meant to be, clicking 


off mile after mile in sixth.

your blind spot and flashes 
as light on the outside mir¬ 
ror, but when passing, as 
soon as you get far enough 
in front, the light goes out 
and you know it’s safe to 
pull in. 

Ford set its sights pretty 
high by trying to match or 
better cars like the Audi 
and Lexus. Thankfully, this 
has been largely accom¬ 
plished but I’m personally 
glad they did not try to 
build an Americanized A6 
or ES350.

Not to totally bum you 
out, but I do want to re¬ 
mind you that Statistics 
Canada reports that deaths 
by motor vehicle accidents 
(MVA) spike during warmer 
weather. 

Its 2000-2004 study re¬ 
vealed about eight Canadi¬ 
ans died each day in MVAs. 
Deaths peaked in August 
2004, with an average of 
more than 10 fatalities 
each day. 

Some of the causes of ac¬ 
cidents seem mostly evil, 
like drinking and driving, 
speeding, recklessness, etc. 
But lots of other causes are 
less evil and even some¬ 
what comical. 

The CAA says, and I 
quote, “Far too many acci¬ 
dents have been caused by 
people tiying to avoid get¬ 
ting crumbs or mustard on 
their pants ... Many more 
accidents have been caused 
because a lid popped off a 
drink or was spilled on a 
driver’s lap.” The automak¬ 
ers spend all this time and 
effort giving us air bags and 
ABS brakes when all we 
need are aprons. 

Also high on CAA’s list of 
leading causes of accidents 
is the distraction caused by 
trying to find and insert 
CDs and/or or changing ra¬ 
dio stations. The CAA advis¬ 
es to insert a CD before you 
head out, have several 


mixed CDs at the ready for 
longer trips, and/or delegate 
DJ duties to passengers. 

I would also highly recom¬ 
mend taking the shrink 
wrap off new CDs before 
you head out — because 
you’ll never find that semi- 
mythical “starter tab” while 
you’re also tiying to drive, 
and then you’ll need some¬ 
thing like an ice-piclc to 
pierce that shrinkwrap, and 
who has one of those handy 
in the car? And anyway, why 
are CDs more tightly 
wrapped than processed 
meat? Come on guys, let’s 
loosen things up a bit.

means is becoming a real world of car accidents, 
mover and shaker in the That’s why cellphone use 


is under such scrutiny. 

Researchers have also 
noticed that on high-speed 
routes in Europe there is 
not a corresponding in¬ 
crease in accidents and/or 
an actual decrease in acci¬ 
dents. They figure these 
drivers are more engaged 
and therefore less prone to 
distraction. 

Keep that in mind during 
boring stretches of high¬ 
way. Keep engaged and 
alert. Maybe wear a 
NASCAR cap and pretend 
you’re Tony Stewart. 

I was surprised that 
“tiredness” was not on the 
CAA’s list of 10 leading caus-

the London 2012 opening 
ceremony with a time trial 
of the train that will ferry 
spectators between the city 
centre and the Olympic 
Park.

“I’ve not seen such con¬ 
trast between image and 
the reality,” said German 
tourist Anna Kopola, look¬ 
ing at Syrian art on display 
in a gallery in the capital, 
Damascus. “Syria is por¬ 
trayed as a centre of terror¬ 
ism in the West but it’s 
peaceful and modem.” 

While tourists have long 
travelled to see Egypt’s pyr¬ 
amids, tense ties with the 
West made Syria a no-go 
zone for decades. Few have 
heard of the magnificent ru¬ 
ins at Dura Europos, a Gre¬ 
co-Roman city dubbed the 
Pompeii of the desert, or 
Kralc des Chevaliers, among 
the world’s greatest Crusad¬ 
er castles. 

But a rapprochement 
with the West and the grad¬ 
ual liberalization of an 


economy that long shunned 
foreign input are helping 
Syria shed its pariah state 
image. Tourist numbers 
rose 15 per cent last year 
and Tourism Minister 
Saadallah Agha al-Qalaa ex¬ 
pects 40,000 new hotel beds 
to become available in the 
next three years, up from 
48,000 now. 

Syria has so far tended to 
attract visitors from other 


parts of the Middle East, 
who are less perturbed by 
its image and more interest¬ 
ed in its beach resorts. Two- 
thirds of visitors last year 
were Arab, but promotional 
campaigns by the state and 
tour operators over the last 
year have targeted high-end 
Europeans. 

As the East-West cross¬ 
roads of the ancient world, 
Syria has been a trade hub 


> for centuries, attracting Eu- 
° ropean adventurers from 
S Lawrence of Arabia to Freya 
1 Stark. Dura Europos, the m- 
| ined walled city above the 
3 banks of the Euphrates, pro- 
" duced early examples of Ju¬ 
daic and Christian art. The 
Umayyad dynasty made 
Damascus the capital of a 
Muslim empire that 
stretched to Spain. 

Legend has it that two 
heads are buried beneath 
the Ummayad Mosque — 
those of John the Baptist 
and Imam Hussein, an early 
Islamic figure whose killing 
in 680 AD cemented Shi’ite- 
Sunni splits. 

In the covered souqs of 
Old Damascus, Western 
tourists now shop for Syrian 
kilims and amble from the 
tomb of the Mamlulc ruler 
Baibars to courtyard houses- 
tumed-boutique hotels. 

Gone are the days when a 
visitor could wander 
through the ruins of 
Palmyra, a classical city that 
rises like a mirage from the 
eastern desert, without en¬ 
countering another soul.

Chicken, Avocado 
and Alfalfa Club 

INGREDIENTS: 

11/2 tbsp (20 ml) lime 
juice 

1 tsp (5 ml) olive oil 

1/2 red onion, very thinly 
sliced 

1/2 avocado 

Dash of Tabasco or chili 
sauce 

2 tbsp (25 ml) light mayon¬ 
naise 

2 tbsp (25 ml) chopped 
cilantro 

6 slices whole wheat bread 
6 oz (175 g) cooked, skin¬ 
less chicken breast fillet, 
sliced 

2 tomatoes, thinly sliced 
3/4 cup (175 ml) alfalfa 
sprouts 

METHOD: 

1. Whislc together 2 tsp (10 
ml) lime juice, olive oil 
and a little pepper in 
small bowl. Add onion 
slices and toss to coat. Set 
aside to allow onion to 
mellow in flavour while 
you prepare remaining in¬ 
gredients. 

2. Roughly mash avocado 
with fork. Add remaining 
lime juice and Tabasco or 
chili sauce to taste, and 
carry on mashing until 
mixture is fairly smooth. 
Mix mayonnaise with 


cilantro. 

3. Toast bread until lightly 
browned. 

4. Spread two slices of 
toast thinly with 
mayonnaise, then spread 
with half the mashed avo¬ 
cado, dividing equally. Top 
with chicken and onion 
slices. Spread another two 
slices of toast very thinly 
with mayonnaise, then 
place over chicken filling, 
mayonnaise-side down. 
Spread half remaining 
mayonnaise thinly over 
tops of sandwiches. 

Spread with remaining av¬ 
ocado, then add layer of 
sliced tomatoes and 
sprouts. 

5. Finally, spread last of 
mayonnaise over last two 
slices of toast and place on 
sandwiches, mayonnaise- 
side down. Press 
sandwiches together, then 
cut each in half. Serve im¬ 
mediately.
